RIOTING HUNG ARIANS. 


A Serious Fight atthe weaer Thomp- 
son Stee! Wor 

Pirrspuren, Jan. 1.— By the As- 
sociated Press.]

EASTEKN WEATHER, 


A SEVERE STORM PREVAILING IN 
THE MIDDLE STATES. 


Biizzards Reported from the Region 
West of the Mississippi-—. 
Heavy Rains East of 
the River. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Janu. 1—(By the As- 
sociated Press A storm of unusual 

energy is central in the Mississippi 
Valley near St. Louis, attended by 
general raing over the entire country 
east of the Mississippi with the ex- 
ception of the New England coast 
and Florida. Thiastorm will be fol- 
lowed on the e 
Rocky Mountains by acold wave ex- 
tending from Minnesota to Texas, and 
by snow in’ Iowa, Kansas, Indian Ter- 
ritory and Western Missouri ‘The 
temperature is unusually bigh in the 
Mississippi and Ohio valleys, ranging 
from 20- to 380° above pormal from 
Missouri and lowa eastward to Penn- 
syivania and Virginia. Clearing 
weather with acolder wave will pre- 
vail throughout the central valleys and 
the lake region during Friday, pre- 
ceded by rain changing tosnow. ~~ 

KANSAS Crtry, Jan. 1.—A blizzard 
set in last nigbt and continued with 
great severity during the day over 
Northern Missouri and Kangas. Kan- 
sas is covered with a bianket of snow 
from four inches to a foot thick, 
which in many places has drifted to 
such an extent as to seriously crip- 
ple railway traffic. il ineom ing 
trains from the West™are delayed 
some four_hours,.. 

Dispatches from different parts of 
Kansas indicate an entire cessation of 
all but local railroad trafficas a result 
of the storm. The Chicago Burlington 
and Quincy east-bound passenger train 
is biockaded on the prairie north of 
Atchison, and the Missouri Pacific 
east-bound train is stalled north of 
Hiawatha. Relief trains with provi- 
sions and fuel have been sent from 
Atchison to the blockaded train, but 
they too may be unable to plow through 
the hugh drifts. Theeast-bound Rock 
Island passenger istied up at Salina 
and the east-bound Union Pacific has 
been unable to get past Brookville. 
No freights have been sent out of here 
since noon. 

MARSHALLTOWN, Jan. 1—A heavy 
snowsturm las prevailed here since 
morning, with a high north wind. 
About eight inches bave fallen and it 
is considerably. drifted. The wind and 
storm somewhat subsided late this 
evening. Raiiwaytraflic is considera- 


bly demoralized and telegraphic com- | 


munication badly interrupted. 

CeDAR RAPIDS (la.,) Jan. 1.—The 
rain of this worning bas turned into a 
blinding snowstorm.

TO REGULATE COMMERCE. 

Following is the text of the bill recently 
introduced by Senator Sawyer to amend the 
Interstate Commerce law. = 

To amend an act entitled “An act to reg- 
wlete, commerce,” approved February 4, 


Le it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Represeoptatives of the United Siates of 
Anierica in Congress assewmbied. 

Section 1.—That section Stof an act en- 
titied “Au act to reguiate commerce,” ap- 

roved February 4, 1587, be amended so as 

read as follows: ; 

Section 5.—That ogreements for the ap- 

rtionment of traffic may be entered into 

tween common carriers subject to the 
rovisions of this act, copies of which shail 
forthwith filed with the interstate Com- 
merce Commission; the commission shall 
have power, after hearing the par- 
ties interested, to suspend or anunui 
any such agreement the purpose or effect of 
which shall be to maintain transportation 
charges above rates which are, reasonab.e 
and just, or to cause unjust discrimination 
between persons, localiues or different <de- 
scriptions of traffic, or otherwise in contra- 
vention of any of the provisions of this act; 
this provision shall not beconstrued to re- 
lieve such common ¢earriers from other pro- 
Visions of this act, por to affect the jutis- 
déction or authority of the commission and 
the courts conferred by this act.”

THAT OLD BOND. 


The Last of the Issue of 1861 
Paid Off. 


AN INTERESTING HISTORY. 


A Debt Incurred Over a Quarter of a 
Century Ago Paid Up and 
Piaced in the County 
Records, 


Some time ago Tue Times referred to the 
fact that a Los Angeles county funding 
bond issuedin 1861 for #250 had been sent 
through by Weils, Fargo’s Express for col- 
lection. ‘There were several singular tea- 


most interesting history. The bond was 
iptact.as it was originaliy issued, not a sin- 
gle one of the interest coupons being de- 
tached. It wasten years overdue, and as 
there was av fund in the County Treasury 
from wh:ch--to draw to satisfy the bund, it 
became necessary fur the Board of Super- 
visors to pass a special order directing the 
‘Treasurer to take it up, ‘This was done and 
the bond is now a part of the recoriis of the 
County Recorder,s office. A brief history of 
this surety is as 

Un April 5, 1861, a special act of the Leg- 
isiature was approved, it being entitied “an 
act to fund the indebtedness uf Los Angeles 
county in the shape of outstanding war- 
rants,’ ‘The county was at that time in des- 
perate financial straits. ‘here were a large 
bumber of warrants outstanding that could 
not be liquidated and the credit of the 
below par, 

‘Therefore this emubling act was passed, 
and on July lL bonds of $250 each to the 
amount of $113,250 were issued. ‘hey bore 
7 per cent interest and were to run twenty 


years. 

‘Lhe bonds themselves, to judge from the 
one now inthe office, were very 
clever representations of the engraver’s art 
of thirty years ago. This was then what is 
commonly known as a cow country, and it 
is iilusyated by the frontispiece of the 
bond, which shows a cow lyiug in a recum- 
beat position, and in front of her two 
standing facing each other. On either side 
ofthe trontispiece are the figures $250 ar- 
tistically engraved, 

At the bottom andin the center of th 
bond just above the coupons is a life-like 
representation of Don Abel Sterns, the 
first husband of Mrs. Col. R. M. Baker. 
Atthat time Don Abel Sterns was the 
largest property-owner in Soythern Cali- 
fornia. He heid more land than any man 
south of the Tehachapi Mountains and was 
the Wealthiest citizen in this locality. ‘The 
year that the bonds were issued Don Abel 
had 30,009 head or cattle belonging to bim 
killed for their hides avd the tallow that 
could be obtained from their carcasses, This 
was all exported from Sap Pedro. 

The county being in urgent need of funds, 
Don agreed totake $75,000 worth of 
the bonds himself, which be did. As a 
mark of esteem, the Board of. Supervisors 
directed that his likeness be eugraved upon 
the bonds, 

The surety is signed by John W. Shore, 
as an auditor and clerk. It also bears the 
signature of J. L. Morris as chairman of 
the Board.of Supervisors and of Mr. Kre- 
mer as County ‘Treasdrer. Mr. Kremer is 
still a respected citizen of Los Angeies and 
has held many pusitivns of honor and 
trus 

The entire amount of the bonds issued— 
$113,250—were floated at 52 cents on the dol- 
lar. ‘The same. bonds wouid now bring 30 
per cent. premium in any money market.

ALIFORNIA AT THE WORLD'S 
FAIR, 


The proposed appropriation of $300,- 
000, to meet the expenses of a State 
exhibit at the World’s Fair, will not 
go through the coming Legislature 
without considerable opposition. It 
will be difficult to meet this extra ex- 
penditure without breaking the 50- 
cent pledge, and many members 
strongly object to doing that for any 
perpose. It is thought that any amount 
in excess of what would be realized by 
a 50-cent tax should not be appropri- 
ated otherwise than by a direct vote of 
the people. The real, question, how- 
ever, is a constitutionvl one. Article 
LV, section 31, of the State Constitu- 
tion says: 

The Legislature shall h 
giveor to lend . . . the credit of the 
Stete . . in aid of or to any person, 
association or corporation, whether mu- 
nicipal or otherwise. Nor shall it have the 
power to make aoy gift or authorize the 
making of any giftof any public money or 


thing of value toany individual, municipal! 
or other corporation whatever. 


ln Section 22 of the same article 
occur the following words, 


No money sballever be appropriated or 
drawn from the State Treasury for the use 
or benefit of any corporation, association, 
asylum, hospital or any other institution 
notunder the exclusive management and 
control of the State as a State institution. 


Despite these stringent provisions, 
which make against legislative aid to 
“corporations,’’ or ‘associations’ and 
“institutions,” itis held by some (in- 
cluding lawvers, legislators and other 
officials,) that the Legislature can, 
without offending the Constitution, 
compass the difficulty by making a 
direct appropriation to secure the 
proper representation of California at 
the World’s Fair, and prescribe the 
manner in which the funds so voted 
shall be expended. Possibly this is 
the correct view after all.

FRESNO COUNTY. 


It wag our intention to have included 
in the New Year’s issue a description 
of Fresno county, the representative 
county of the great Joaquin Valley—a 
county which is closely affiliated with, 
if not a part of, Southern California— 
but, the statistics were received too 
late for insertion in that issue. 

It is only a few years since the San 
Joaquin Valley was classed among the 
‘deserts’? of the United States, and 
was considered unfit even to grow 
wheat. What a change has taken 
place during the past decade! 

Lying north of the Tehachapi and 
nearly in the center of the great San 


Joaquin Valley, with no special ad- 
vantages over its neighbors north or 
south, Fresno county has made most 
wonderful progress during the past few 
years, and has demonstrated more per- 
fectly than has any othér county 
the possibilities of that -vast 
valley when properly irrigated. In 
1880 the county possessed a population 
of 9478. Its taxable property was‘ 
valued at about $9,000,000 and its com- 
mercial revenues, derived almost ex- 
clusively from wool, wheat and stock, 
amounted to less than $2,000,000 an- 
nually. Although canals bad then 
been constructed and some of the 
colony settlements begun, fruit-raising 
was still an experiment, and the ship- 
ment of raisins cut no figure in the 
estimate of the county’s products. 
Curefully-gathered statistics for 1890 
show a marvelous growth and pros- 
perity in every industry. The recent 
census gives a population of 31,158. 
The total value of property is $37,416,- 
557, while the commercial revenues ag- 
gregate nearly $11,000,009. 

The following table, compiled by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
shows the shipments out of the county 
by their lines during the year:

The most important present industry 
and destined to overshadow all others, 
is’ the production of raisins. There 
are now over sixteen hundred vine- 


yards, aggregating 50,451 acres, about- 


20,000 of which are in tull bearing. 
As will be seen by the table, the raisin 
product for the season has been 21.916,- 
483 pounds, or nearly 1,100,000 tweaty- 
pound boxes. This alone has brought 
into the county at least $4,000,000, the 
larger part of which has been distrib- 
uted among the owners of from tive to 
twenty-acre vineyards. ‘These vine- 
yards have vearly al’ been worked by 
the owners them es or by white 
help, while the packing has been done 
almost exclusively by white women 
and girls who are permanent residents 
of the county. 

The acreage of wine grapes in the 
county is 5900, and the shipments of 
wine for the year has been about S00,- 
000 gallons. The new vineyards being 
set out are principally for raisins, aud 
will aggregate over 10,000 acres. 
While mucao of the county formerly 
occupied by stock and wheat-raising is 
now in fruit, the production of whgat 
has increased, and the production of 
wool bas decreased but little. As the 
water level comes gradually nearer the 
surface from the effects of irrigation 
the broad plains toward the center of 
the valley come into use, first tor wheat 
and then forfrait. There are 500,000 
acres in the councy that cau be protita- 
bly irrigated, and eventually will be. 
A broad belt of foothill land extend- 
ing along the base of the Sierras 
through thé county and from ten to 
twenty miles wide, is being settled

ROADS, 


Public roads have become so im- 
portant a subject in this county as to 
claim tbe special attention of the 
Grand Jury. In their late report they 
devote a whole chapter to it, and their 
remarks are most timely. They should 
receive the careful consideration of 
every good citizen. Nosubject treated 
by the Grand Jury is of half so much 
general interest as ‘tbe public bigh- 
ways. But there are maty points re- 
lating to roads, not toucbed »upon by 
the graud inquest, of as much 


port. It is a-mnotorious fact that 
in this county, any citizen—yes, any 
resident, be he here but the fraction of 
a year (from China or some other 
foreign country,) may, with perfect 
impunity, encroach upon a public high- 
way as much as he pleases by plowing, 
digging, feucing orig any other man- 
ner, aud there is no authority to pre- 
vent it or none exercised. Every one, 
be he native or foreign born, 
determines for himseif the loca- 
tion and width of the road on or 
along his property, and even the 
question as to whether, there sball 
be a road at all. Tho instances 
of closing up old roads by individuals 
are by no means rare, and encroaca- 
ments may be numbered by thousands, 
In some cases a public traveled road a 
hundred years old is closed perma- 
nently, ina single night, without no- 
tice, by a barbed wire fence, for no 
other reason than that it bappens to 
run across some oue’s ranch. The 
easement of the public is not consid- 
ered of the slightest weight. The 
rights of the people at large are ignored 
entirely, and there seems to be no 
power to vindicate them. | 

Other thefis and trespasses are pun- 
ished, but stealing a road is any man’s 


| privilege. A strange demoralization in 


reference to this subject seems to have 
taken possession of our public officers. 
The statutes of the State bearing upon 
this question are sufficient and plain, 
but tue difficulty is they are never en- 
forced; they are a dead letter, and 
road-stealing goes on in this county 
year after year with renewed vigor. 
Asa consequence the people have to 
get along as best they can without con- 
venient roads, or-with miserably poor 
ones. 

A common ‘trick practiced in this 
country is toclose por encroach upon a 
highway and then demand pay from 
the county for opening it again or for 
removing the encreachment. Ino this 
way a largs sbaré of the road fund has 
been stolen year aft-r year, and the 
‘same old practice, so successful in the 
past, 1s continued to this day, 

Times bas calied attention to 
these matters so often that it seems 
like a chestnut, but we can afford to 
keep up the cry as'long as the people 
can endure (he robbery.

THE BRAVE DEAD, 


Pine Ridge. 


The Massacred Soldiers Carried to 
Their Last Bivouac. 


Gen. Miles Will Take Personal Charge 
_ of the Campaign. = 


Gen. Brooke Sent Out After the Hos- 
tiles With a Large Force—Par- 
entsat the Agency 
Hospital. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

OMAHA, Jav. 1.—The Bee’s Pine 
Ridge special says: Amid a wild and 
bitter storm the bodies of the. thirty 
brave boys who fell at Wounded Knee 
were laid away to their last rest. The 
cortege, headed by Ovl. Forsythe and 
Maj. Whiteside, was composed of ff- 
teen wagons bearing the rude 
coflins for the dead, followed by 
an eseort of companies A, K, B, I, D 
and EB of the Seventh Cavalry. To- 
gether with an assisting squad from 
the Second Cavairy, it wound away 
from the camp up to the little ceme- 
tery, situated at the crest of the hill, 
northwest of the agency. The surviv- 
ing members of the fated company, 
K, looked lonesome enough with 
weir fearfully-thinued ranks. The 
vacancy, so striking in contrast to the 
rest of the column, caused tears to 
startin the eyes of many a comrade. 
After the reading of the burial service 
by Rev. Mr. Cook, the Episcopalian 
clergyman here, the bodies were low- 
ered into the grave. 

Owing to the intensity critical con- 
dition of the surroundings, with the 
enemy flocking about the agency 
threatening to attack, the usual salute 
of guns Was omitted, while soft notes 
from a bugle aud the wail of the storm 
whispered a last good bye. The re- 
mains of Capt. Wallace will be sent to 
Fort Riley. Tne body of Capt Mills, 
who died from rbeumatism of the 
heart, were sent to Omaha. 


THE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 


A Line of Troops to Bs Thrown 
About the Hostile Band. 

Omana, Jan. 1.—[By the Associated 
Press.|' ‘The Bee has the following 
from its staff correspondent” at the 
Pine Ridge agency, 8. D., January 1, 
via Rushville: Gen. Brooke and steff, 
together with sight companies of the 
Second Infantry and all of the Ninth 
Cavalry that has been here, started 
into the field this morning via the 
Oelrichs road to Beaver Creek, eight- 
een miles almost due west of this 
agency. From there will 
swing out into as long a line as 
practicable, thus forming the western 
part of the northern side of a hollow 
square which, it now seems it bas been 
decided to form about the hostiles. 
Gen. Carr’s commaud has arrived at 
Wounded Knee near the point where 
the-—battle took place, which is six 
miles east of Porcupine Butte, or about 
sixteen miles northeast of here at the 
Wounded Knee postofiice. Thus it 
seems Carr’s command is to constitute 
the east and north side of the square. 
Three companies of the First Intantry 
from San Francisco have already ar- 
rived and six more are, expected to- 
night to replace the second. 

A scoutcame in this morning and 
reported that the main body of the 


‘| hostiles had moved back twelve miles 


from the agency and toward the Bad 
Lands on the north. Another arrived 
this afternoon and reported the reds 
indulging in a wild dance only eight 
miles from here. A party of the In- 
dian scouts today visited the scene of 
Monday’s battle and found nine In- 
dians who were wounded in the fight 
still alive. Two of them had been 
taken toa log hut near by and were 
being cared for by squaws that had 
remained behind. Tue other seven 
we re found lying in the mud. 

Twoof those found were bucks and 
five squaws, Scouts brought them in 
and they are now in the hospital. 
In addition to the adults two 
tiny Indian babies, neither of 
them over 8 months old, were 
found alive, each beside the dead 
body of its mother, They were well 
wrapped up, but how they ever sur- 
vived the fearful weather ot the last 
forty-eight hours is a miracle. Of 
thirty-five wounded Indians brought in 
after the battie, nearly all of whom 
were squaws and children, not one has 

et died, though many of them are 
badly mangled with bullets. 

The rear guard of the charity-doing 
scouts that went out on their search 
for wounded Indians were forced to 
exchange some shots with some roving 
hostiles after the late battle. Indian 
scouts went over the field and picked 
up all the disabled hostiles they could 
find before the troops were compelled 
to hurry here and protect the agency. 

The snowstorm that has been raging 
twenty-four hours has ceased. The 
weatber is warmer, and as a re- 
sult tho vigilant outlook for a 
surprise by the boatile Indians, 
which was allowed to lapse during the 
war of the elements, hus been fesumed. 
«None of the wounded soldiers are any 
worse tonight, and most of them seem 
a little better.

The pian was laid 
down «aud made plain, by the 
Great Ruier when he made the 
rivers and valleys of Calilornia, and 
such workmen as built the railways 
understood the plans. 

The Bay of S.n Francisco was made 
the initia! point, the centerfrom which 
diverged the ocean Lighway to all the 
world, Inand, jhe rivers traversed 
the vallevs—to the nortan and east, to 
the south; while the bay itself formed 
an inland sea, reaching to the center 
ofone of the rich st valleys in. the 
State. To the north and east the’ riy- 
ers reach by Sucramento to Marysville 
and Red Bivuff; to the south, dowu the 
valicy of the Sau Joquin,to Firebaughs.

What can tbe poor man, or the man 
of moderate means, do in Southera 
Calitornia? . 

Tnat depends. With less than a 
thousand dollars a man cannot very 
well make a start for himself, as a 
farmer, tilling his own land, With 
that amount a practical man, who can 
and will do hard work for a few years, 
may, Within five years, become com- 
fortably independent of the world, 
With an income sufficient to pay all the 
expenses of himseif and family and 
with something in the bank for a rainy 
day. For $1000, one-third cash, he can 
buy tem acres of fertile land, con- 
tiguous to markets and adapted to 
every crop except citrus fruits. 
This leaves him 3650 for house. tur- 
biture, implements, horse, cow, chick- 
ens and a trifle to live on until he 
raises something. By doing odd jobs 
tor neighbors, raising eggs and making 
butter, he can keep his family in good 
shape unt'l he bas some product of the 
soil to sell. Here is the mauner in 
which one setlier managed, who came 
to Los Angeles county eight years ago, 
with just enough money to buy ten 
acres of land—at that time not costing 
more than a one-third payment on ten 
acres would now—and plant trees, 
there not being sufficient left for a 
team, to earn mouey Jor which he had 
to work out. 

In starting out, he set out an acre 
and a halt to grape cuttings and 
planted peanuls between the rows. In 
the fall he. sold the peanuts for over 
$90. This was an extra yield and an 
extra price. Between the fruit trees, 
verzetables Of all deicripiions were 
panted, and it was not long

Barbara, and 
ninety miles from Newhall. There it 
has since stopped, but arrangements 
have recently been with res- 
idents along the route, in Santa Bar- 
bara and San Luis Obispo counties, 
for the payment tothe company of a 
substantial bonus, and work on the 
unfinished portion of the line will at 
once be actively pushed tothe north- 
ern branch at Santa Margarita, a few 
miles north of San Luis Obispo. This 
will give a new route from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco and the north, which 
is certain to become very 
pecially during the bot months. 

While the Southern Pacific, on its 
eastern route, traverses thé Southern 
portion of Arizona, the Santa Fé sys- 
tem reaches across the northern part 
of that territory, where it is known 
as the Atlantic and Pacific. Origi- 
nally the principal eastern ter- 
minus of the system was at Kan- 
sas City, but a bee line to Chicago 
has been cowpleted for several years. 
The line through New Mexico gives it 
uccess to several extensive coal fields, 
the best, so far, of any that have been 
developed in that region. It runs 
through the best portion of that Terci- 
tory. At Mojave a connection is made 
with the Southern Pecilic, passengers 
from the East for San Francisco and 
Northern California taking that route. 
The Southern California, at Barstow, 


and runs tosSan D ego, and from San 
Bervardino the Caliiornia Centrai fol- 
tows down the San Gabriel Valley to 
Los Angeles, and thence tothe ocean 
at Redondo and Baliona. The com- 
pany bas gone to greatexpense in mak- 
ing improvements on the line, s0 as to 
avoid the washouts which have proved 
so disastrous in rainy seasons. A fine 
cantilever bridge has been built over 
the Coloraco R ver at The Needles, on 
the borders of California and)Arizona, 
and in the Cajon Passa triumph of 
railroad engineering has just been.

Both the Santa Fé and the 
Southern Pacific overland lines are 
now in good condition to withstand the 
sudden floods which tear up the 
mountain sides.

the Los Angeles and Pacific. . 

In 1889, the enterprising company 
which has developed Redondo Beach 
into a busy port and popular seaside 
resort, constructed an independent line 
from Los Angeles to that place, 17 
miles in length, The terminus is 
at the southern city limits, connecting 
with the cable road and th utherao 
Pacific line to Santa Monica. 

The Los Angeles and Glendale Rail- 
road, known also as the Cross Road, 
has been built during the past two 
years from Los Angeles to Glendale, 
a distance of 7 miles, up the Los 
Angeles river, also to Pasadena, to 
which place an hourly service of trains 
is maintained at low rates, special in- 
ducements being given to regular pass- 
engers. This road was recently ac- 
quirea by the Terminal Company, to 
which we shballrefer later in this ar- 
ticle, arid itis generally believed that 
the Pasadena line will become a por- 
tion of a third transcontinental system. 

The total length of all steam rail- 
roads now ip operation within the 
limits of Los Angeles county is about 
325 miles, of which 195 miles bélong to 
the Southern Pacific, 80 miles to the 
Santa Fé, and 50 miles to iudependent 
corporations. iu 1880 there were 170 
miles in operation within the same 
limits, all belonging to the Southern 
Pacific. 

The total mileage of the Southern 
Pacific Company in Southern California 
is 603 miles; of the Santa Fé Company 
476 miles. : 

A NEW ENTERPRISE. 

For over three.years there las been 
much talk ofa third transcontinental 
line from Los Angeles, by the way of 
the rich mineral fields of Southern Ne- 
vada and Utah to Salt Lake City. 
Numerous surveys have been made in 
the Sierra Madre for the purpose of 
finding a suitable pass. In the fall of 
1888, the city granted a franchise 
through the city to the Los Angeles, 
Utah and Atlantic Railway, behind 
which was said to. be a strong combina- 
tion of railway interests and capital- 
ists, who declared their intention of 
buiiding from the Pacific Ocean, near 
Long Beach, toSalt-bake without los- 
ing &@ moment’s time or issuing a sin- 
gie bond... However, ‘the two years 
allowed by the franchise in which evr- 
tain work was to be done passed with- 
out the turning of a sboveliul of 
earth. During the past year another 
company—the Los Angeles Terminal 
Railway Companv—made_ successful 
application to the City Council for the 
lupsed franchise and land grants of 
the former corporation. ,In considera- 
tion of the tranchise a levee has to be 
built by the grantees, on the east bank 
of the Los Angeles River, which work 
is DoW yell under way.

The total cost of the works was neerly 
$2,000,000. The company owns 45 miles 
of truck, (22) miles of double track,) 
of which 21 miles is operated by cable, 
and 24 miies by horses and mules, 
There are three brick power houses, 
each equipped with 750 horse-power 
compounds, non-condensing engines of 
the Corliss type, and two Hazleton 
tri boilers of 500-horse-power each. 
All the cable machinery is of the lat- 
est and most approved patterts, rope. 
transmission being uséd in. transter- 
ing power from main shaft to drivers. 
Six large frame stables are located at 
the terminals of the different horse-car 
lines. The machine and repair shop is 
on the corner of Grand avenue and 
Twelfth street. There are employed 
140 horses, 9) mules and 125 cars. 

The San Fernando viaduct is 1535 
feet long and high enough to let cars 
with engines attached pass under- 
neath. The approaches are each sev- 
enty-five feet long. 

The cables all make a speed of 8 
miles per hour, and the horse lines 7} 
miles per bour.- Thecars run from 5:30 
o'clock a. m. to 12 o’clock mid- 
night. A five-minute’ service is 
given on the cable lines, except through 
the business portion of the city, where 
a two and a half-minute seryice is 
maintained, ten-minute service on the 
horse-car lines. Each car makes a 
mileage of 35,595 miles per year; total 
mileage of all cars 1,779,700 miles per 
year. 
The company employes 325 men; the 
wages for the past year amounting to 
$19,169. The exvenditures for hay, 
grain, supplies and material, were 
$105,106, making the total annual out- 
lay of this company, (he large sum of 
$295,275. 

Over 7,500,000 passengers. were car- 
ried during the vear. Nu person was 
killed by the cars during that time, 
and but three persons were seriously 
injured. 

uring tke past few weeks, the com- 
pany has been in consultation in Chi- 
cago, and as a result of their delibera- 
tions $700,000 will be expended in 
changing the horse-car lines of the sys- 
tem into electric roads, and poss.bly, in 
acquiring other existing lines. It was 
rumored that the entire system might 
be changed from cabie to electricity, 
but Superintendent’ Crank, who ex- 
amined tha electric svstem in St. Louis, 
states that he folind it required ati ay- 
erage of 22-horse power to move a .car 
there by elecricity, while the average 
in the Los Angeles cable system is ouly 
63-horse power to the cur, 

MAIN STREET AND AGRICULTURAL 
PARK. 

The Main-street aad Agricultural 
Park Railroad operates six and'a balf 
miles of road. The line 
over the following streets: Main, Jef- 
ferson and Wesley avenue to the ter- 
minus of the line at Agricaltural Park. 
There is a branch line, commencing at 
(the junction of Main and Washington 

Streets, and running thence southerly 
along Figueroa street to Jefferson 
/ street, where it reunites with the main 
line. Another branch runs from Main 
street to the Southern L’acific Passen- 
ger Depot, along tifth street. Cars 
leave Temple Block for Agricultural 
Park every tive minutes during the 
day. and for the Sou bern Pac.tic De- 
pot every ten minutes. 

The company carried over its lines 
during the vear ending December 1, 
1890, 1,750.00). passengers, of which, 
pumber 33.000 were school childfen. 

TEMPLE-STREET CABLE ROAD.

The ambitious.character of this 
project, in atity already well supplied 
with street railroads, and the fact 
that it parallels a system which is not 
yet paying much—if anything—over 
expenses, having been constructed 
with a -view to the future, 
led many of our citizens to 
doubt the bona fide character of the 
undertaking. This, added to the ne- 
cessity for erecting poles On a score of — 
our principal streets (the line, as pro- 
jected, turns fifty street corners) led to 
a strong opposition being made to the 
granting of the franchise, which was, 
however, unanimously voted by the 
City Council, without any hesitation. 

The company is, however, earnest in 
its declaration that it means buBiness 
and as, by the terms of its franchise, 
tweive miles have to be completed this 
year, we shall soon see how far this is 
the case. At present, poles are being 
actively prepared for the company in 
the city, a considerable amount of ties 
and other material bas arrived and it 
is said that grading will be commenced 
within a couple of weeks. The first 
line constructed will be that trom the 
Pacific depot to Westiake 

ark. 

The company has already absorbed 
the Second-street cable road, and is 
inaking- negotiations for the purchase 
of several horse car lines. 

Altogether, it looks as if the pro- 
jectors of this great enterprise intend 
to carry out their plansy That the 
road would pay largely for a few years 
cannot be expected, but with the inev- 
itable growth of the city it wouid cer- 
tainly become a most valuable prop- 
erty. The fact thata similar enter- 

rise, on an equally jarge scale, has 
ust been commenced in San Fran- 
cisco, where most of the stock of this 
company is held, lends probability to 
the assurances of the promoters of the 
scheme. 

The investment of a further $2,000,. 
000 in street railroads would certainly 
be a striking tribute of fuith in the fu- 
ture of Los Angeles ou the part of out- 
siders, which our people will appreci- 
ate.

A Talk with United States 
Marshal Gard. 


EVADING .THE EXCLUSION ACT 


| But Few Coming Over ths Line, and 

None Getting the Advantage 

of the Government 
Of:icials. 


The statement has been publiehed in 
several papers that some of the cute and 
cunning ~Celestials who live in Southern 
California, and who were desirous of return- 
ing to the Fiowery Kingdom, have, “by 
Ways that are dark and tricks thatare 
viin,” suecéeded in making the trip to the 
land of their nativity at the expense of the 
United States Government, 

it is reported that Mongolians in the 
‘southern counties, who bad accumulated 
Weaith, and who desired to go back to 
China, have been in the habit vf going to 
Ensenada and thence returning north, en- 
deavoring to cross the jiné contrary to the 
Seott Exclusion Act. ‘Then tiie play was to 
permit themselves to be captured by a 
United States Marshal. Next they were 
taken before a United States Commissioner 
and remavded to China, their fare’ and ex- 
penses being boroe by the Government ol 
the United States, 

United States Marshal George Gard was 
seen yesterday and asked if there was any 
truth in the story that this Government was 
thus being duped by the wily heathen. 
The mejor jaughed and said; 

“Wel, Lrather think note Now, for in- 
stance, suppose a Chinaman living here 
Wanted to go home and concluded that he 
would coufer on U nela Sam the disinguished 
henorot paying his fare and = by 
adopting the method you suggested. 

“To begin’ with, his fare from Los 
Angeles to Ensenada, at the lowest possi- 
bie rate, would be #15. Arriving 
at Ensenada he has to be piioted back tw 
the line overland. There is wo railroad, 
and the journey is madeiu wagous with a 
guide, No Cbinamen cin be piloted to the 
line for less than $40 per head. Arriving 
there, be is arrested while crossing, and in 
the course of tims is remanded to Chiuva, 
his fare being paid by this Goverament, 

“Now, the total cost, exclusive of other 
expenses, to any Chinaman to place himself 
in the bands of a Deputy Marshal for ship- 
ment home is #55 dollars. The fare from 
here.to San Francisco is $12. ‘The steerage 
pass ge from there to China is 55, making 
a total cost of Don't you see that it 
would becheaper fer John to go home yia 
the regular route than it would be for him 
to take his chances in an endé@avor to force 
Uncite Sam to pay his fare.” 
> “But major, could nota Chinaman go to 
San Diego and thence pass down to Tia 
Juana, and cross over into Lower Califor- 
nia? Then, aftes going down a few miles, 
return, ahd as he crossed the line permit 
himseif to be nabbed by some of your depu- 
ties. «This would not be expensive to him, 
and he would make a very considerable 
saving if he was desirous of returning to 
China.” 

“Yes, he cou'd do that and perhaps some 
would if we were not on the lookout tor 
them and guarded against such imposi- 
tions. ‘The tacts of the case are that we are
